BLEND FAR FROM COMPLETE 


Expert Finds Descendants of First 


American Fer;ii!ic« Little Affected 


by the Melting Pot. 


Through an extensive study of mem- 


bers of some of the oldest American 
families, America as the "melting pot 
of the nations" proves to be but a con- 
venient expression for writers and ora- 
tors—merely a picture'drawn by those 
who do not trouble themselves about 
the precision of their figures of speech, 
a myth without foundation of factj. 


For four years Dr. Ales Hrdlicta, a 


curator of the division of physical an- 
thropology of ike United States Na- 
tional museum, has hud under way an 
investipntion of the blending of the va- 
rious types of humanity in America, 
which, though not yet fully completed, 
has resulted In (he inevitable conclu- 
sion that the force of heredity is too 
strong to be radically altered in a cen- 
tury OT f-.vo and that we must wait 
centuries longer to find a type which 
«iH Justify the statement that Ameri- 
ca is In reality a "melting pot" of the 
nations. 
Doctor Ilrdlicka finds that 


even the first material that went into 
the "pot" has not melted yet
